The cenfuring of Faults in our 
Friends, has been attributed, and not 
unjuftly, more to Pride than Love 

Cor Charity, as we endeavour not fo 
much to corre them, as to make 
them believe we are without them 

ourfelves. Such Reproof is only a 

Cover to our own Hypocri/y. 

Reproof, as Mr. Wycherley fome- 
where obferves, is often to the weak 

D Mind what Phyfick is to the weak 
Body, which either not timed feafona- 
bly, or given in too great a Quantity, 
makes the Remedy worfe than the Di/- 
eafe. Nothing requires more Care, 
Experience, and Know/edge than the 
Office of a Reprover: He who wou'd 
correct his Friend, muft do it with 
Caution, and make a nice Choice of 
a convenient Time and Place; he 
fhou’d be free alfo from Prejudice, 
Paffion, and Invefives, and conlult 
the Temper of hin to whom he 
fpeaks, that he may talk to him in 
that Manner which is moft fuitable 
to it. To doall this is not fo eafly a 
Task. 

Tho’ there are many Abfurdities 
in giving Reproof, there are fome in 
receiving it. To reprove a Se/f- 
Opinioni?, tho’ with ever fo much 
Caution and Friendfhip, as it calls 
his own Conduét in Queftion, will 
be only affronting him; he cannot 
bear to think he has acted foolifhly, 


or

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or at leaft that any one has perceiv'd 
it. Many receive the Reproof of 
their Friends according to the Digni- 
ty of the Reprover: They haye a 
Pride in being inftruéted by fome one 
above them, but cannot bear Advice 
from an Equal. 
under the Care of two Clergymen, 
who are her Guardians; the one a 
Vicar, the other a Prebendary: She 
has too bigh a Spirit to be guided by 
a Country Vicar, but attentively 
liftens to him who bears fome Dig- 
nity in the Church; However ridi- 
culous Sopbromia may feem, there are 
a great Number of her Sex who 
nearly refemble her. 

No one is either too wi/é or too 
good to be reprov’d; therefore when 
Reproof is juft and gentle, it fhould 


be efteem’d as the kindeft Office of a © 


Friend. To give Reproof, is the 
moft difficult ; he who fets up for a 
Reformer of others, ought always to 
watch over himfelf; for fhould he 
happen to fall into the Frailty he 
condemns, he affords a publick Scene 
of Laughter and Ridicule.

Reign of King Wi/liam UI. which 
is as follows. 

‘«¢ A Government is a mere Piece 
of Clockwork, and having fuch 
Springs and Wheels, muft act after 
fuch a Manner; and therefore the 
great Art confifts in conftituting it fo, 
that it muft neceflarily move to the 
publick Advantage. It is prudent to 
prefume that every Man will act for 
his own private Intereft, and all wile 
Governments are founded on that 
Principle, fo that the whole Myitery 
is only to make the Intereft of the 
Governors and the Govern’d the 
fame. In an abfolute Monarchy 
where the whole Power is in one, 
his Intereft, and that of his Creatures 
will be only regarded; in an Arifto- 
cracy the Intereft of the Few; but 
in a free Government the Intereft of 
the Many; and this Jaft will be the 
Cafe of England, if fome Abules 
lately crept into our Conilitution can 
be remov'd. 

The Liberties of this Nation de- 


G pend on the Peoples chufing, without 


Influence, the Houfe of Commons, 
which isa Part of the Legiflature, 
and have the fole Power of giving 


Money: Were this a true Reprefen-: 
tative, 
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tative, free from external Force, and 
private Bribery, nothing cou'd pafs 
there but what muft be for the pub- 
lick Advantage; for if they have no 
Dependance on the Court, their own 
Intereft will be fo interwoven with 
the People’s, that if they aét for 
themfelves, (which every one will 
do as near as he can) they muft act 
for the common Intereft of England; 
and if a few amongft them fhould be 
gain’d over, and abufe their Truft, it

His Son came in by the general

C than his Predeceffors had enjoy’d; 


but he being an expenfive Prince, 
cou’d not {pare Money to do any 
great Milchief; it was fufpeéted, in- 
deed, that he had tampered with fome 
of the People’s Reprefentatives ; but, 
if true, it was but with a few, and 


Mouth, fo that he was kept in a De- 
pendance on them, rather than they 
upon him; for as to Employments, 
he was in the fame Condition with 
his Father, he had not enough to fe- 
cure a Majority ; for the fine Practice 
of {plitting and multiplying Employ- 
ments, which has been fince found of fo 
great Ufe,was not then known: At that 
Time there was but one Lord Trea- 
furer, whereas fince we have feen 5 
or 6 Lords of the Treafury; inftead 
of one Lord Righ Admiral, we have 
fince feen 7 Lords of the Admiralty ; 
and perhaps, all thefe Lords, as they 
are call'd, have been Members of the 
Houfe of Commons at the fame 
Time: We have feen, befides, 7 
Commiffioners of the Cuftoms, 2 of 
the Excife, 14 of the Navy Office, 
10 of the Stamp Office, 16 Com- 
miffioners of Trade, 2 of the Poft 
Office, 4 bf the Tranfport Office, 
4 for Hackney Coaches, 4 for 7 
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Licences, and inch a Number of 
others, that this Paper would not be 
large enough to enumerate them all. 

It feems the Publick is of Opinion, 
that the Bufinefs of thefe feveral 
Offices has not been executed, either 
with more Addrefs, or cleaner Hands, 
than while each was committed to the 
Management of a fingle Perfon; but 
perhaps aPlace-Man will tell you, that 
tho’ fix dull Heads are not better than 
one in an Office, fix corrupt Votes 
are better than one in another Place; 
and tho’ being eleéted into Parliament 
does not make a Man a greater Tool 
than he was before, yet on the other 
Side it is ftrange to fee that a Man 
who was confider'd with no Regard 
either by the Publick, or his own 
private Friends, while out of Office, 
if he can but bribe a poor little Bo- 
rough in Scotland, or Cornwall, or 
Devonfeire, fhould immediately be- 
come qualified to be a Plenipotentiary, 
to make Treaties, to command a Re- 
giment, to be an Admiral, a Judge, or 
a Commillioner; the firft of which re- 
quires good natural Parts as well as 
great Knowledge in the Intereft of the 
Nation; and all the reft require at 
leaft Praétice. 

But as Offices and Employments 
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be try’d by none but themfelves, 
their common Danger will make them 
unite and adhere together; let there 
be ever fo much Villainy, Blundering 
or Mifmanagement, all the Attempts

cellent Law for ever, and deter the 
moft harden’d Agents of Corruption. 

I cannot conclude without taking 
fome Notice of thofe Practices, 
which too often fucceed the Choice 
of a new Parliament; I mean what 
1s commonly, tho’ fomewhat impro- 
perly, called Weeding the Houfes for 
if we examine the Conduct of our 
political Gardiners, on thefe Oc- 
cafions,, we fhall find that they fre- 
quently root up the Flowers, and 
plant the rankeft Weeds in their 
Room. Menaces of this Kind have 
been already. thrown out very. li- 
berally againft feveral Members, who 
are chofen on the Coury Interef s 
and, if I am not mifinform’d, fome 
of our moft noted Borough-7F obbers ac- 
tually retain’d Counfel, before the E- 
Leions began, to defend thefe laudable 
Praftices; fo that thofe, who are 
fhut out of the Houfe at the Fore- 
Door, may have a Back-Door opened 
to them, and prefs themfelves, as it 
Were, .into the Service of their 
Country. 

The Freedom of the Haoufe of 
Commons depends fo much on the 
Freedom of Ele&ions, that a Committee 
is always appointed for that Purpofe ; 
# without fome Regulation of that 

ind, the Houfe might be filled with 
Members illegally returned; but this 
Provifion, like all others, is liable to 
very great Abufes, and there have 
been fo many. Contefts about the 
Right of Voting, and the Condud of 
returning Officers, that it affords a 
Pretence for a Multitude of Petitions ; 
which puts it in the Power of a Mi-

fore the Town, call’d the Hagelberg, with 
3,000 Men, and Ladders, on a Defign to 
cale the fame, were not only beat back, but 
moft of them cut. in Pieces. 

From Stolpen in Pomerania. ‘The Menace 
which Count Munich made the Magiftracy 
of Dantxick, to lay wafte all the Territory 
and Neighbourhood of that City, the Moment 
the French Tranfports appeared in the Road, 
has been executed with all the Horror and 

imaginable, On the 12th Inftant, 
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publick Notice was given to the Inhabitants 
of the adjacent Country, to fave themfelves 
immediately, and their Effects, for that all 
their Houfes would be laid level with the 
Ground. The People fied accordingly, and 
by Day-break the next Morning, the Rujfians 
pointed their Cannon to demolith the neigh- 
bouring Buildings, which their red-hot Balls 
foon effected. In all Places out of the Reach 
of the Artillery, proper Detachments of Co/- 
facks, &e, were fent to eraze them; and 
during the following Night, the whole Coun- 
try for fix Leagues round was in one general 
Conflagration. On the Morrow General Mu- 
nich retiyed from his Quarters at Odre, and 
caufed them likewife to be fet on fire. 

From Berlin. We have Advice from Pe- 
tersbourg, that the Czarina had entirely re- 
je€ted his Pruffian Majefty’s Offers of Me- 
diation with refpect to Dantzick: Her Czarith 
Majefty declaring on that Occafion, that the 
was refolv’d to oppofe Staniflaus with the ut- 
moft Vigour, let the Confequences be ever 
fo fatal with refpect to herfelf. 

FromStolpen, May 27. N.S, Letters from the

‘The Motion that Prince Eu- 
gene rgade with his Army towards Mulbberg 
wes folely to facilitate the Retreat of the 12,000 
Men of the Circles of Suabia and Fran- 
conta which were in thofe Lines, and his 
Highnefs fo well effeéted his Intentions, that 
the Troops, with their Artillery, Bavgage 
and Prov fions, were brought off without 
Lofs. The fame Day his Highnefs retir’d in 
good Order to Graben, two Leagues above 
Pbilipfourz, and on the Morrow marched to 
Bruchlal, from whence he is to encamp st 
Odfatt. The French Army is encamp'd at 
Graben. 

From Heilbron, May 29. N. S. Prince

Our Troeps having paffed 
the Po without lofing one Drep of Blood, 

000 French pofted there, tho’ provided with 
To Pieces of Cannon, fled with the utmoft 
Precipitation, and gaye us am Opportunity to 
make about 60 Prifoners. They moreover 
abandoned Mirandsiz, San Benedetto, and 
Revero, which laft Place was fortified: At 
San Benedetto we found 4000 Sacks of Corn 
and Meal, and fome Ammunition. 

From Milan, The Imperial Army on 
this Side the Po is daily encreafed by the Ar- 
rival cf new Regiments: That of the Allies 
confifts at prefent of 30,000 Men, and will 
fhort'y be reinforced with more Troops. 
His Sardintan Majefty has iffued an Ordi- 
mance, requiring all his Subjeéts to take 
Arms; and direéts, that fuch who haye 
none of their own, thall be fupplied from the 
Royal Magazines. The Imperialifis have 
the Advantage of cur Army with Relation to 
Provifions, which they enjoy in great Abun- 
dance, whilft the Allies procure them not 
without Inconvenience. 

From Paris. An Exprefs arriv’d here 
from Ita'y, with Advice, that his Catbolick 
Majefity having declared Don Carlos King of 
Naples and Sicily, his Serene Highnefs had 
thereupon affumed thofe Titles, and had 
made his publick Entry into the City of Na- 
ples with all regal State and Solemnity- 
Since which a Courier has been difpatch’d 
with Orders to the Marquis de Biffy, his 
moft Cbrifian Maoijetty’s Envoy Extraordi- 
nary, to compliment that Prince upon his 
afluming the Royal Title, and to acknow- 
ledge him as King of Naples and Sicily.

Letters from Ftaly, there is nothing for ¢i- 
ther the Frenb or the Spaniards to brag of : 
I do net include the Piedmontexe, becaule 
they do not make a Point in that Compafs: 
They do not go to the Fight; they muft be 
dragged to it, or pufhed upon it; and if they 
had not their King in Sight, from whom 
they dare not fly, they would perhaps run to 
Geneva without flopping.
